plan to forestall reorganization of the 
board of managers of the Ohio peni- 
tentiary'ended in a fiasco, there has 
been a clearing away of much political 
fog that hung for a time over the 
present administration. 


After the announcement of several 


Appointments, one of which affected 
the penitentiary board, a plan was 
evolved to contest the seating of the 
new penitentiary 
trustee when the 


board met here May 10. It was pro 
posed to raise the question of the gov 
•root's ability to transact official bus 
laws, thereby attacking the validity

Of the 
governor's 
signature to the 


commission held by E. W. Crayton 
of Newark, the new member. 
This 


would have involved the regularity of 
all the appointments made by the gov- 
ernor since his inauguration, and the 
Validity of all the laws enacted by the 
legislature, whether signed by the gov- 
eraor or not 


Coleman Oilman, the retiring mem- 


ber, was to file the protest at the 
board meeting and have it entered on 
the record. This would have provided 
a basis for quo warranto proceedings 
to require Crayton to show cause 
Why he should serve as a member of 
the board under the governor's ap- 
pointment; and this in turn, if decided 
adversely to Crayton, would 
have 


paved the way for mandamus proceed- 
ings to require Lieutenant Governor 
Harris to act as governor during the 
further illness of Mr. Pattison. 


Not in years did anything create 


tuch political excitement. Democrats 
denounced the plan as a scheme to 
prevent the ieorganizntlon of the pen- 
itentiary. Senators Dick and Foraker 
by telephone deprecated the proposed

tor Foraker's remarks were to the 
game effect.

Lower House Deftly Sidetracks a Res- 


olution Demanding Immediate Am- 


ne(ty — Polish Deputies Inaugurate 
Campaign For Autonomy — Observ- 
ance of Russian Mayday. 
, 


St. Petersburg, May 14.—At the 


meeting of the council of the empire 
Dmitri Shipoff astonished the assem- 
bly by proposing to introduce in the 
address in reply to the speech from 
the throne an bumble request that the 
emperor re\oke' the fundamental law, 
which, to his mind, was liable to be 
the source of bitter conflict with the 
lower house of parliament. 
Several 


bureaucrats, who wcie shocked at M. 
Shipoff's audacity, declared that the 
sovereign already had made sufficient 
concessions. 
Foiiner Premier AVitte 


delivoied a 40-minute speech. He saw 
no objection to the proposals advo- 
cated by Piofossor Bagaley of Khar- 
koff, who uiged the council of the 
empire to work in unison with the as- 
sembly, and in the address to pray 
that his majesty in limiting amnesty 
be guided only by the greatness of his 
own heart fcml the solemnity of the 
occasion. But with regard to M. Ship- 
off's proposal, Count \Vitte said it was 
irreconcilable with the character of a 
body like the council of the empire to 
make such a recommendation to the 
sovereign. 


In the lower house, the 
labor 


members introduced lesolutions for 
the immediate submission to Emperor 
Nicholas by telegraph of a demand 
that amnesty be proclaimed at once. 
In view of tiie Mayday demonstra- 
tions today and the arrests that are 
expected 
the 
Constitutional Demo- 


cratic leaders were scarcely able to 
stave off so precipitate a move, which 
would undo the results of their mod- 
eration, by sending their best orators 
Into the fray, when Professor Koval- 
evsky, a free lance member, proposed 
that instead of telegraphing, the house 
send President Mourentseft to Peter- 
hof with the request for immediate 
amnesty. 
This threatened to sweep 


the house, but the Constitutional Dem- 
ocrats by sharp politics managed to 
sidetrack the matter until after the 
selection of a commission, which, ac- 
cording to Russian procedure, occu- 
pied several nouis, and then were able 
toTTefeat it. 


The Polish deputies began their 


campaign 
for 
autonomy 
by intro- 


ducing a resolution for the inclusion 
of a paragraph on that subject in the 
reply to the speech from the throne, 
pointing out that the fundamental law 
which establishes the special position 
of Finland does not mention the rela- 
tions of Poland to the empire, and the 
the government's attitude in regard to 
the absorption of Poland as an ac- 
complished fact is thcieby manifested. 
The house turned over the resolution 
to a commission without recommenda- 
tion. 


Though the Socialists and workmen 


of St. Petersburg proclaimed their in- 
tention of celebrating Mayday peace- 
ably, the government made prepara- 
tions on a large scale to meet possible 
disorders. Patrols arp on many streets 
in the Industrial quarters.

eial dispatches from Constantinople, 
the porte's' reply to the British note 
promised to restore the status quo on 
the Sinai peninsula and the delimita- 


J tion of the frontier by Turkish and 
Egyptian officials'now on the spot. Sir 
Nicholas O'Connor, the British ambas- \ 
sador to Turkey, insists on the delim- \ 
itation by an Anglo-Turkish commis- 
sion. This is the demand the sultan 
Is trying to evade, as' it would ac- 
knowledge Great Britain's protector- 
ate over Egypt and the severance of 
Egypt from the Ottoman 
empire, 


while the sultan wished to maintain 
before the world that Egypt still is a 
part of his empire. A Constantinople 
correspondent says that Tewfik Pa- 
sha, the Turkish foreign minister, sub- 
seuently furnished Ambassador O'Con- 
nor with an explanation which he con- 
sidered quite satisfactory, thus ending 
the crisis. 


Troops Leave Tabah. 


Constantinople, May 14.—Tabah has 


been evacuated by the Turkish troops 
by order of the sultan. The porte's 
reply on Friday- to the British note 
agreed to the evacuation of Tabah 
and to the appointment of a commis- 
sion fqi' the delimitation of the boun- 
dary, but it was couched in such 
terms as to make it not acceptable to 
Sir Nicholas O'Connor, the 
British 


ambassador, and he has Insisted on 
complete, satisfaction being given be- 
fore the expiration of the limit set by 
the British note. It is fully expected 
that this will be accorded.
